Whether the proposed change — is 
upproved, That is a view both 
strange and strained. A represen 
tative Legislature exists for the 


purpose of interpreting public op 
imon and embodying it in laws. 
The interpreting is quite as nece 
sary and proper a part of the lon 
isleture’s duty as the mechanical 
construction of statutes. The de 
mand that the Legislature of the 
Province abrogate its duty of in- 
terpreting public opinion has not 
heen made in respect to any other 
matter than that of the suppres 
sion of the Liquor traffic. The 
Legislature had no verdict from 
the polls authorizing the licensing 
of bars in the province twelve 
years ago, yet the Legislature did 
it, and the Journal has not vet 
found fault, The publie haye not 
been asked to express their views 
directly on the question of the 
farm loans bill, the ‘‘cow bill,”’ 
fhe municipal hospitals bill, the 
establishment of demonstration 
farms, the imposition of an inere 
ment tax; yet on all these matters 
the Legislature has undertaken to 
both represent what the public 
wanted and to mould it into legis 
lation, and has not been denoune 
ed for doing so, Why declare that 
the Legislature is either unable or 
unauthorized to judge what the 
public will is on the one matter on 
which the public have been asked 
to express an opinion, and = on 
which they expressed an opinion 
with a conclusiveness that has 
left no doubt in the minds of the 
legislators’ Surely the objeet in 
raising this unreasonable demand 
is not tu prevent the Act being 
made effective, and so perpetuate 
the bootlegger’s business!
